SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, May 27, 99. 

The house resumed business on 
Thursday, after an adjournment last- 
ing from the previous Friday. The 
day was chiefly taken up by a con- 
tinuation of the discussion on the 
resolution to purchase the Drummond 
Counties. railway for $1,600,000. 
Borden, Halifax, and Powell, West- 
morland, conservatives, opposed the 
purchase on the grounds of extra- 
vagance, and McIsaac, of Antigonish, 
and Russell, of Halifax, jiberals, sup- 
ported on the ground of the necessity 
of securing the extension of the 
Intercolonial into Montreal. The 
oppcsition have dropped their attitude 
against the policy of extension to 
Montreal adonted last year and also 
their allegations of corrupt dealing. 
They have also weakened somewhat 
on their charge of extravagance as to 
the cost of the railway itself, and 
now rest their principal objection on 
the price paid the Grand Trunk for 
terminial facilities in Montreal. As 
the value of these facilities can only 
be determined by results as the cost 
of providing alternative facilities can 
only be conjeciured, this seems to be a 
particularly safe ground of criticism. 
It is apparent, hewever, that by the 
arrangement made with the Grand 
Trunk the best, and the best possible 
terminal facilities in Montreal are 
made available to the Intercolonial ; 
and that it would be folly to spend 
$1,600,000 in purchasing a piece of 
track to bring the Intercolonial into 
Montreal and then allow that pur- 
chase to be a losing speculation for 
Jack of proper terminal facilities. The 
opposition offered to this extension of 
the government railway system to 
Montreal looks more and more like an 
effort on the part of the,C. P. R, 
through its special agents in the 
house, the conservative leaders, to 
protect that company from effective 
competition between Montreal and 
the maritime provinces. 

The vast difference in the estimates 
as to the actual cost of the Drummond 
Counties railway and what it could 
have been bought for at one time is 
somewhat bewildering. Hon. Mr. 
Haggart says he could have purchased 
the road for $500,000. The estimates 
of competent engineers place the cost 
at something over $2,000,000, The 
company are selling out for $1,600,- 
000, The explanation is that the 
road was largely built on Dominion 
and provincial government and muni- 
cipal bonuses. The half million for 
which the road was offered to Mr. 
Haggart was probably an approxima- 
tion to the amount of their own 
money actually put in by the pro- 
moters; possibly considerably less 
than they had really put in, as in the 
then period of depression there seem- 
ed little prospect of the road being 
other than a losing speculation. The 
balance of the two million of cost was 
no doubt chiefly made up from the 
bonuses. In paying a million and a 
half for the road the government is 
getting it for jess than actual cost, 
but at the same time is paying more 
than it actually cost them of their 
own money. This, however, could 
not be helped. The bonuses were 
absolutely the property of the com- 
pany, as well as any of their own 
private means. And the road built 
with these bonuses was of course 
absolutely theirs. When the bonuses 
were given there was no right in them 
or their results reserved to any one. 
Therefore if the government wanted 
the road the government had to pay 
according to what it was worth re- 
spectively to the company and the 
government,—not according to what 
money of their own the members of 
the company had put into it. When 
the company was in financial difficul- 
ties and wanted to sell, at atime when 
nearly all the railways in America 
were bankrupt, they naturally offered 
at a lower figure than they were 
willing to take when those financial 
difficulties had been tided over and 
railroad securities generally had be- 
come a safe and paying investment, 
as was the case when the purchase by 
the government was made. If 
the question is asked: Why was 
not the purchase made when the rail- 
way could have been got for a third 
of its present cost; the answer is 
that the government then in power 
did not want to compete for the 
railway traffic of the maritime provin- 
ces with the C.P.R. Ifthere has 
been a loss to the country between 
the possible former price and the 
price actually paid, the late and not 
the present government are re- 
sponsible. 

The interest in Fiiday’s proceedings 
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niinistered by Dr. Roche has had the 
very natural effect of causing Mr. 
Costigan to formally assert bis inde- 
pendence of the leader who took such 
discreditable means of getting even 
with a follower and former colleague, 
for the moderate amount of independ- 
ence which had been shown by him. 
It will easily be understood that this 
was more than a wrangling match 
between two old men. Mr. Costigan 
has been a member of parliament for 
over thirty years, he was a member of 
every conservative government since 
1882; but he has been something 
more: He has been the recognized 
leader of the Irish Catholic conserva- 
tives in Canada for most of these 
years. While it is not at all likely that 
Mr. Costigan’s action is guided by the 
section of the conservative party 
which he so long represented in the 
government of Canada, or that his 
action will absolutely guide that 
section of the party, the fact that the 
long, and still, acknowledged leader 
of such an important section of the 
party has formally severed his con- 
nection with it, — room for — 
speculation as to the ultimate results. 
iis certainly not to the credit of the 
generalship of the leader of the 
opposition that he should have taken 
such means as he did to discipline 
Mr. Costigan unless he has cards up 
his sleeve that no one but himself 
knows anything about. 

In one way the day’s events were 
disappointing. Both parties to the 
quarrel preserved their dignity to a 
remarkable degree ; especially when 
their gifts of discussion are considered. 


Mr. Costigan opened by saying that 
the published comments on his con- 
duct and motives by the leader of the 
opposition rendered a statement by 
him necessary. He had entirely 
severed his connection with the 
gentlemen who controlled the con- 
servative party because they did not 
represent the ideas which he had been 
accustomed to follow. He had chang- 
éd his politics on the day half Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell’s cabinet went out. 
His change of front was based on 
that indefensible act. He had after- 
wards joined Sir Charles Tupper’s 
cabinet most reluctantly, and under 
conditions stated in his letter of 
acceptance to. Sir Charles which he 
read. In the letter he said that he 
had entered Sir John Macdonald’s 
cabinet in 1882 to secure for Irish 
Catholics a reasonable and legitimate 
recognition of their rights. In this 
he had not succeeded, and did not 
feel like keeping up the fight. He 
would, however, enter the government 
provided Sir Mackenzie Bowell’s 
Manitoba school policy was adhered to, 
and provision was made to ensure 
Catholic schools 
share of the proceeds of the sale of 
Manitoba school lands. He had been 
treated with personal discourtesy by 
the leader of the opposition and his 
motives had been questioned because 
he had voted with the government 
against the motion of Sir Hibbert 
Tupper for a judicial enquiry into the 
complaints in the Yukon. He did 
not approve of the method of attack 
pursued in the discussion on «hat 
motion ; and the result in Brockville, 
which was largely affected by it, 
showed it to have been a tactical 
mistake. He had supported the 
opposition on the Yukon railway bill 
of last year and the Drummond rail- 
way bill of the year before—much 
more important questions than Sir 
Hibbert Tupper’s motion. Col. 
Hughes had voted with the govern- 
ment on the Yukon railway and Rufus 
Pope had voted with the government 
on the Drummond railway bill; and 
yet their motives had not been ques- 
tioned nor themselves attacked. Why 
should not he be allowed the like 
privilege, on a less important question? 
He did not make any attack on Sir 
Charles, but he said: “Iam aman 
of peace, I never was a quarrelsome 
man; but I am not a peace-at-any- 
price man ; and the man who follows 
this up and strikes me, if he dosen’t 
get blow for blow, it will be because 
old Costigan is getting too old.” Mr. 
Costigan formerly sat at Sir Charles 
Tupper’s right hand but one, in the 
front row of the opposition. He now 
sits further east in the same row with 
four or five desks between them. He 
did not state in the course of his 
remarks that he had joined the gov- 
ernment party; but merely that he 
did not acknowledge the leadership 
of Sir Charles Tupper. 

Sir Charles Tupper’s reply was 
| forcible, but dignified and logical. By 
taking office in his cabinet Mr. 
Costigan was precluded from finding 
fauit with his then colleagues. Had 
not be, Sir Charles, fallen from power 
in the effort to carry out the remedial 
school policy? What more would 
Mr. Costigan have? Had more been 
doue by the government, or was likely 
tobe done? He had boasted of his 
loyalty to Sir John Macdonald and his 
successors, and yet they were the 
leaders whom he said had denied 
justicé to the Irish Catholics. 

Ress Robertson, M. P. for East 
Toronto, and editor of the Toronto 
Telegram, had been alluded to in an 
uncomplimentary way by Mr. Costi- 
gan, in his remarks. Heretaliated in 
one of his short and pithy addresses. 
He concluded by suggesting as an 
epitaph for Mr. Costigan: “ Here 
lies an Irishman who was faithful to 
the conservative party—as long as it

THE COMMISSIONERS. 
Special Correspondenee. 

The Indian and scrip commission 
party arrived here this afternoon, June 
lst. The trip was very good consider- 
ing the roads and the weather. Leav- 
ing Edmonton on the afternoon of May 
29th we camped at the Sturgeon ; 
leaving there at 9 a. m. going at a walk 
nearly all the time, reaching (Egge’s) 
two miles north or past Gullion’s place, 
where we camped the second time. 
We left the next morning at six o’clock 
and reached within eighteen miles of 
the Landing, where we arrived the 
next day, June lst. During the jour- 
ney the clear notes of the bugle could 
be heard resounding through the bush 
for miles, especially at “reveillee”, 
which by order of Insp. Snyder was 
sounded at four a. m., when all hands 
weuld have to hustle and get their beds, 
etc, packed for the onward journey. 

The Hon..Dayid Laird and rest of 
the party:have’stood the journey well, 
and seem,to be undisturbed by rain 
storms, Which on this part of the trip, 
have been more numerous than wel- 
come, having had rain nearly all the 
way. The roads are past description. 


Every night between ten and twelve 
tents were yitched, and it reminded 
one of the canvas city at Athabasca 
Landing last spring, when the rush for 
the Klondike was at its height, the 
only difference being the absence of 
named streets and avenues. To-night 
all the tents are up and the scene is 
very pretty. Looking down from the 
hill above Hon. Mr. Laird is seen 
walking amongst the tents, and seems 
to enjoy his trip. There are good pros- 
pects of staying here from four te seven 
days as the boatmen from Lesser Slave 
lake have not arrived yet, owing, it is 
supposed, to the ice in the lake not 
being out yet. 

It is safe to say that the commission 
party will not be at Lesser Slave lake 
before the 15th or 20th inst, 


Insp. Snyder is kept busy directing 
the police party, as lots of different 
things have to be done by them before 
leaving for the lake. The whole party 
in short is in excellent health and 
epirits, amd everybody is looking for- 
ward to the trip.

At Thursday’s session of the Ontario 
millers’ association which is being held 
in Toronto, a resolution was passed 
condemning the inspection of western 
grain at Winnipeg. The association 
members want the grain inspected, as 
formerly, at Fort William or at the 
points of delivery. 


Steamer George W. Elder is expect- 
ed to sail from Seattle this week with 
a party of eminent scientists, headed 
by E. N. Harriman, of New York, the 
charterer of the vessel, who are going 
to Alaska to examine the natural re- 
sources of that territory. The Elder 
has been specialiy fitted out for the use 
of photographers, taxidermists, geolo- 
gists, and for chemical and microscopic 
analysis. Most of the leading institut- 
ions of learning in the United States 
will have a representative in the ex- 
pedition, which will be absent about 
two months. The steamer will touch 
at various points on the Alaska coast, 
and members of the expedition will 
study the resources and capabilities of 
the countiy. 
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REPORTED SMALLPOX. 

Dr. Aylen, immigration agent Sutter, 
an interpreter and two constatl-s lef: 
last week for the Galician settlements 
at Limestone lake and Edna to investi- 
gate a reported epidemic of small pox 
among the Galicians there. As yet 
they have not returned, though Con- 
stable McCulloch returned to Fort 
Seskatcbewan on Saturday, and a 
despatch from there to-day says that 
as far as was known when he left the 
illness was net due to small pox. It is 
expected that Dr. Aylen, Const. 
Drayton and the others will be in to} 
morrow when the particulars will be 
known. There is considerable sickness 
among the Galicians in the settlements 
there. 


ATLIN. 

A well known Kootenay miner writ- 
ing to the Vancouver World from 
Atlin under date of May 14th ce- 
scribes the country as follows : 

“From the present outlook I can 
truthfully say that the ccuatry 1s over- 
boomed. It is certainly not so mar- 
velously rich as is made out. But 


still a great deal remains to be proved. 
1 have at last got at the truth of last 


summer's doings. There were 3,000 
men ix here and the majority were 
working on the railroad. Most of 
these men staked claims and rushed out 
again. They did but very little pros- 
pecting. If things do not turn out 
right within the next three months 
Atlin will be ‘ off,’ decidedly ‘ off.’”

BROME GRASS. 


As the time is rapidly approaching 
when the farmer will have to sow his 
hay crop as he does his cereals, the 
following mention of the use of Brome 
grass may be useful: The Medicine 
Hat News says that several of the 
ranchers in that district have had good 
success with growing brome grass. 
Mr. Middleton, of Dusmore, who put 
in aboutan acre last spring, will put 
in several acres this year. The grass 
came through the winter well, looks 
hardy, and is making very rapid 
growth in this damp weather. The 
Alert, a paper published at Jamestown, 
N. D., says of the grass: “ Huugar- 
ian brome grass has proven, after ex- 
perimenting with it in all portions of 
the Northwest, to be the solution of 
the problem as to the growing of a 
grass in the arid and semi-arid sections 
of the country that will surpass timothy 
for pasture and hay. It had bezome a 
very serious question what would be 
raised as a substitute for timothy, and 
now come reports from Iowa, Minne- 
sota, Canada and different sections of 
North Dakota all confirmatory. This 
grass does not kill out by drouth nor is

The nutritious properties are 
superior to those of timothy, live 
stock preferring it to other grasses after 
becoming accustomed to it.”
